Reciprecity With Venezuela, 
By Associated Press. | 


New York, Feb. 11.—A Washing- 
ton special to the Times says: “It is 
understood the President is ready for 
the announcement of the proclamation 


in terms to the agreement just reached 
with Brazil and which will take effect | 
about the same time. This agree- | 
ment whiie the commerce with Vene- 
zuela is not large like that of Brazil, 
still the United States for several 
years enjoyed a much larger proportion 
of importing business than any other 
nation dealing with Venezuela. The 
total exports of Venezuela in 1886, 
were a little more than $11,000,000 and 
their imports about $9,000,000. Of 
this amount, Venezuela teok from 
the United States, products to the 
amountof $3,000,000. This included 
about $600,000 worth of bread stuffs, 
principally wheat flour ; about $500,000 
worth of cloth ; $400,000. worth man- 
ufactures of iron and steel, and more 
than $500,000 worth of provisions and 
dairy products. In 1888 we imported 
little more than $10,000,000 altogether, 
while the United States sent more 
products to Venezuela than to anv 
other foreign nation. Tie imports of 
United Kingdom, France and Ger- 
many together, were larger than those 
of the United States. The proclama- 
tion-of the President would have been 
made.a day—or two ago, as it was ex- 
pected the agreement of Venezuela to 
the propositions of the United States 
would be received by last steamer.

| Curious to know the manner of 
worship. I have learned that only on 
special holidays (four or five: times a 
year) are there any important cere- 
monies, or united worship. On those 
occasions there is a good deal of blow- 
ing of horns, and pounding of drums, 
and burning of offerings and incense, 
incantations by the priests, and 
a general feasting by ail. As 
fear seems to be the predominating 
sentiment in the Chinese breast, 
rather than love, the incantations and 
other ceremonies are intended to scare 
the devil, rather than as a demonstra- 
tion of reverence for the joss. Lut at 
other than these few stated times, the 
joss seems to be to the Chinese what the 
oracles were to the ancients. At any 
time of day, the devotec may go-to the 
joss house, make his offering of food, or 
whatsoever he wishes to place upon the 
altar and then he consults the joss upon 


all subjects of interest, whether of busi-. 


ness or sentiment. 
rious Ways. 


This he does in va- 
Upon the altar le two 


blocks of wood, shaped like the halves 


of a kidney cut in twain, painted black 
without and red within. The worshiver 
expresses his desire and casts the blocks 
‘nto the air. Upon the manner of their 
fall depends his answer. Another way: 
Ina vase isa bundle of long narrow 
bamboo sticks, their sides covered with 
Chinese characters. The inquirer takes 
the vase in his hand and whirls it rap- 
idly round and round, while to the joss 
he makes known his wishes. One or 
two bamboos will work up from 
the bundle and finally fall out, and in 
the writing on these is found the answer. 
This reminds one of the children’s card 
game of fortune-telling. There is pro- 
vision also for any guilty ones who wish 
to make confession of their sins, as 
books are provided in which the peni- 
tent records his own evil doings, after 
which the devil has no claim upon him 
until he sins again. The joss house in 
San Jose is certainly gorgeous. -It is 
quite beyond my powers to describe. 
‘The josses are hideous, but the carved 
figures, and scrolls, and filagree work 
of the decorations, all covered with gold, 
silver and enamel, are very beautiful.

In 1866 Governor Blaisdell headed 


an exploring party and proceeded to 
the southeastern part of Nevada to 
explore what was then a quite un- 
known region. It was so far off and 
out of the way that it was always a 
standing joke against our first terri- 
torial Governor who recommended its 
organization into a new county, which 
the Legislature did, and in irony of its 
remoteness named it Nye. It re- 
mained an unknown region until 
Governor Blaisdell set out to explore 
it.

From Austin they 
turned southward through Smoky 
Valley, and at the Junction, then 
known as Minium’s Station, they 
camped for the night. The proprietor 
oi the Twin River stage line was 
camped there also, and during the 
night he was awakened by a commo- 
tion in the Governor’s party, and was 
told that 
THE GOVERNOR WAS SICK 

And was in great need of a doctor. 
There was none in the crowd, and as 
the case seemed urgent there was no 
time to waste in sending 30 miles to 
Austin for one. The stage man went 


to the Governor and made inquiries, 
and judging from the symptoms, as 
be would of a horse, Lhe told the Gov- 
ernor it was merely a bad case of colic 
and recommended a dose of Perry 
Davis’ Pain Killer, a bottle of which 
he had in the front boot of the stage.

Our doctor breathed 
easier and immediately took the stand, 
and in defense he testified, with the 
most serious gravity, that he had pre- 
scribed for and not_ only treated, but 
effected a permanet cure for Governor 
Blaisdel of Nevada*in 1866, when on 
his famous exploring expedition to the 
Pahranegat valley.

CLOVER VALLEY BEEF. 

A Finae Property That Wields aa 

Jucome. 

The Clover Valley, Nevada Ranch 
and Stock Company have just shipped 
400 three and four-vear-old steers to 
the California market, for which they 
get three cents, live weight, at the 
ranch. These steers weighed  be- 


tween 1350 and 1400 pounds each and 
were fattened on alfalfa hay, and no 
better beef ever went to market than 
these animals. They were taken off 
the range November 15th and put in 
pens of 200 each, with just room 
enough for them to feed and move 
around and grow fat. The Clover 
Valley Company raise alfalia and 
wild hay. Last season they put up 
2,000 tons of alfalfa and 2,000 tons of 
wild hay, at a cost of $1.40 cents per 
ton for cutting and stacking, and they 
estimated the cost of irrigating at less 
than 25 cents per ton.

There is no end. of need for 
quick wit in questions of identity. In 
an extradition case, which depended 
entirely upon, identity, the defendant 
had been fully identified. The defend- 
ant’s counsel slyly got his client to 
change his coat in court with another 
man of similar appearance, and within 
a few minutes the witness was led 
easily to identify the wrong man. 

A quick-witted and daring Western 
lawyer once saved a guilty client from 
sure conviction on a charge of poison- 
ing. It was proved that the poisoning 
had been done by means of certain 
cakes, a portion of which was produced 
in court. When the counsel for the 
prisoner had finished his speech he said: 

“And these, gentlemen of the jury, 
are some of the alleged poisoned cakes. 
We declare to you, gentlemen of the 
jury, that these are not poisoned cakes. 
They are as harmless cakes as ever were 
made, and in order, gentlemen of the 
jury, to show you that these cakes are 
not :poisoned, I will eat one of them 
right here in your presence.”’

A quick-witted lawyer thinks on full 
gallop. Many successful cress-examin- 
ers have been men who could keep up a 
running fire of jokes and comments and 
never lose sight of the main point, who 
could lead a witness along by suavity 
und politeness and acquiescence and ap- 
parent obsequious deference into pit- 
falls of contradiction. Such men will 
let a smart witness talk on until he 
drops some unfortunateexpression that 
subjects him to being pounced upon 
and demolished at one fell swoop. 

A leading counsel for the defend- 
antinan accident damage case, where 
the injury had been occasioned by a jet 
of steam sealding the complainant’s 
back and neck as he was driving past 
the defendant’s place, argued to the 
jury. that the plaintiff was guilty of 
contributory negligence and _ should 
ave looked up to avoid the accident. 
‘he quick-witted counsel for the com- 
iwinent retorted: “Oh, no! if he had 
looked up, instead of suing for damage 
to the back of our ‘head we should have 
nat to charge you for the loss of both 
eyes.” x 

In a trial for murder, where the 
illing was by -shooting, the 

insel for defendant made a good deal 
f fuss and introduced a quantity of 
necieal testimony to show that the 
wounded man had been unskillfully 
treated. At the close of a confusing 
cross-examination by defendant's coun- 
scl on the length of the probe used to 
find the ball, the direction of the wound 
and the danger of probing, the district 
attorney put the question very tersely 
by asking: ‘Doctor, was it the prob- 
ing or the shooting that caused death?” 

In the trial for burglary the people’s 
witness showed that he was on watch 
inthe hall when he heard some one 
fumbling with the lock of the door. and 
that he then slyly turned the knob so 
that the thief could come in easily. 
The glb-tongued lawyer for the 
prisoner at once said: ‘Why, your 
honor, this witness was the real 
burglar, for it was he and not my 
client that really opened the door.” 
The result of this timely remark was 
that the'prisoner got off with -a light 
sentence for an attempt at burglary. 

A good deal of quick work is often re- 
quired of lawyers in the filing of liens 
on real estate or other property, in 
cases where the obligations are many 
and the assets tew, and the tirst comer 
rs the only one who gets served. A good 
deal of wit is often displayed in the 
method of making a levy. Benjamin 
F. Butler,when he was a young lawyer, 
gota wide reputation for sagacity by 
attaching the water wheel of a mill in 
an action for debt. It used to be a.com- 
mon thing for lawyers obtaining judg- 
ments against the city to attach the 
pictures in the Governor’s room of the 
city hall. : 

A good deal of quick wit was dis- 
played by the late Samuel J. Tilden 
and his co-laborers, who traced the 
frauds of William M. Tweed and his 
followers so as to put the evidence in 
clear shape before a jury. Such work 
could hardly be done by any but great 
corporation lawyers in the habit of 
grasping subjects comprehensively and 
of handling great interests involving 
large amounts of money and intricate 
details of business.—N. Y. Sun. 
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THE OLD NAVY. ,; 
' How American Seamen of a Former Gen- 
| eration Handled Their Guns. 

The proficiency of American gunnery, 

says a writer in the Century, is perhaps 
| best illustrated by the Constitution’s 
first action with the Guerriere, in which 
she was hulled but three times, whiie 
her antagonist, to use the words of her 
commander, was reduced to a ‘‘perfect 
wreck” within forty minutes from the 
time the Constitution began to fire. 
This battle occurred on August 19, 1812. 

In her action with the Java, Decem- 
ber 29, 1812, off the coast of Brazil, the 
Constitution was hulled but four times, 
and with the exception of her maintop- 
sail yard she did not lose a spar. The 
Java, on the other hand, was “totally 
_dismasted,” while her hull was so shat- 
tered and pierced with shot holes that 
it was impossible to get her to the har- 
bor of San Salvador, which was only a 
few hours’ sail. : 

In her action with the Cyane and 
Levant the forces opposed. were: Con- 
stitution, fifty-one guns, with 1,287 
pounds of metal; british, fifty-five guns, 
with 1,508 pounds of metal. In this ex- 
traordinary action the Constitution was 
hulled only thirteen times, while the 
Cyane had every brace and bowline cut 
away, “her main and mizzen masts left 
in a tottering state, and other principal 
spars wounded, several shots in the 
hull, nine or ten between wind and 
water.” The Levant also was roughly’ 
handled. | 

Before dismissing the subject of gun- 
nery we should take into consideration: 
(1) The inferior quality of American 
cannon and shot; (2) the deficiency in 
weight of American shot; (3) the fact 
that in two of the four actions betwem: 
single frigates the English used I'renci. 
cannon and shot, which were eight pei 
cent. heavier than their nominal En- 
glish equivalents.
